guilty of a nuisance, and on conviction thereof bo 
punished by*a fine not exceeding the sum of five 
dollars or b&imprisoned In the Count; Jail not to 
exceed twMny-fonr hours or both such fine and 
imprisonment.

An Ordinance to Abate the Nuisance of 


Dogs Running at large Within the 
Town Limits ot the Town of llcno. 


The Board of County Commisaicnera of Wasnoe 


co»nty, Nevada, do ordain* 
Szcrios 1 Any person owning or keeping any 


dog within the limits of the town of Keno. shall 
pay a tax of two dollars on each dOR annually, the 
aaldtax to be paid to the Chief of Police, or any 
peace officer of said town, on or before the first 
Monday in January of each year 


SEC 2 Upon the payment of such tsx iho offi- 
cer r«ceivtng the same, shall give a receipt for 
aach tax, containing a description of the iloK for 
•which such tax is paid, together with a tag as here- 
icatter provided, which t»g shall he attached to 
the collar of the dog, and the number thereon cor- 
respond with the number on the receipt given 
Sic 3 It shall be the duty of th« Uhlef of Po- 
lice, and of evdry peace officer of said town, to take 
into custody any dog running at large not pr<n i<f jd 
With or wearing tags, as herein provided, and 
place such dog» in the town pound, andwh^n so 
Impounded they shall bo kept securely for forty- 
elght hours 
If not claimed or redeemed before 


the expiration of such time, they shall be killed 
and buried by the officer impounding them 
Szc 4 
Any cerson wishing to redeem a dog 
that has been Impounded sa&ll pay to the Chief of 
Police two dollars fora t8g, or produce » receipt 
showing thai the license on said dog has been paid 
within a year, in wblch-case ihe cost of another 
tag shall be fifty cents

It snail be the duty of the County Au- 
ditor to procure bla&fc receipts with stubs attached

Sic 8 That if any Chief of Police or other 
peaee officer shall w.llully neglect to collect said

calf, mule or other anunal be found running at 
targe, within the town limits, it shall be the duty 
Of |h» Chief of Poiice or other peace officer to take 
lip and iopound inch animal and keep and pro- 
ride for the same, and if ihe owner thereof be 
k&ovn and be within said limits, to personally

and (ball P3T an; balance to the owner of said 
animal, if lie be known, if not known, then pa; it 
into the County Treaaury for the use and benefit of 
luch owner.

receive a fee of cue dollar and fifty cents for 1m

seveety five cents a day for HeeDing the same 
and for making the sale as aforesaid, ten per cent 
of the proceed! thereof.

ing Grades for Streets, and for the 
Construction, Repair, and Fregerva- 
tiou of Sidewalks In the Town of 
Heno.

SECTION I. That the grade of any street, alley 


or sidewalk within the town limits shall bs estab- 
lished by the Boaid of County Commissioners en- 
tering an ordfr of record, directing an actual sur- 
vey of any euoh street, alley or sidewalk,-and fix- 
ing the tirade and level thereof 
The grade and

the street, on blocks between which such change 
is sought to be made and If such change be ordered 
a survey and profile shall be made and filed as 
aforesaid at the expense of the parties asking such 
change whose lots abut on such street, alley or 
sidewalk, the grade of which is sought to be 
changed, 


SEO. a. That the width of all sidewalks shall be 
established by Bald Board and the sidewalk con- 
structed and kept in repair at the expense of the 
parties owning the abutting property, and out of 
the material and in the manner prescribed by the 
said Board

Shat before any owner or agent of »ny 


owner or partr in possession of any premises abut, 
f 'on any street within the town limits, shall t 
retj ired to make or repUr any sidewalk as pro-

of Police or other peace officer, said service shall 
~>e made, by order of the Board, by posting a true 
:ory of said notice in a conspicuous position on

If, at the

:ommenced Jid prosecuted with diligence and it 
hall so appear by affidavit as aforesaid the BoarJ 
if County Commissioners shall order the Chief ol

"The object of the change from the old 


form to the present one, adopted under the 
Cleveland Administration, was to swell the 
apparent size, of the snrplus. It is cot a 
fair statemint to send out, for by the sys- 
tem of book-keeping carried out, there era 
a good many things pa: down as liabilities 
that should properly belong to the other 
iide, or rather could bo very materially re- 
daccd. For example, there is an item in- 
serted every month as a liability of several 
millions ol dollars, this being a part of one 
of tbe first issues of war notes. Now it is 
known as an absolute fact that millions of 
these do'.lata have been destroyed, torn, 
burned, worn ont, defaced, and ic other 
wayo made valueless, and it i* positively 
certain that they will nover be presented 
(or redemption. 
Practically (peaking, 


they have ceased to exist, and yet they are 
still carried on the statement as liabilities 
that may cause u disbursement of funds at 
any time. Then, too, there are fully $7,- 
000,000 of fractional currency still cla?sed 
us liabilities when it is also an absolute 
certainty that they will never be rede-trued. 
Liko the other notes, they have, in a large 
quantity been destroyed or defioed btyond 
recognitioo, and the remainder are iu pri- 
vate collections as curiosities ami will un- 
doubtedly remain there. I aui confident 
that at least $15,000,000 DOW classed in 
the statement as liabilities might be eroEod 
altogether from the lut. Yes, I am think- 
ing seiioaily of hnving the lorm changed," 
and tb»Treasurer set to signing a check 
cf $100,000.

making cheese in tbe hottest mouths o! 
the year oat of milk ranch of which is 
drawn ten mile?, but nothing succeeds like 
success, and a good quality of cheese 
made^now means that a gilt-edged article 
can be made during the cooler nine months 
ot the .year. Coboe is a oheesemaker 
(with a big C), and the men who have 
furoisbed the milk are deserving of great 
praise for thuir efforts to back the work 
up. It only remains now to.prove that it 
will pay to carry on the business. In this 
people must not expect a bonanza tbe first 
year.

and seal. 
Entrance fee ten percenter purse, to accompany 


entries. 
In all races, 5 or more to enter and 3 or more to 


start 


National Association rules to govern troltl^g, 


but Ihe Board reserves the right to trot heats ot 
any two classes alternately, if necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
the heats, or change the order of races advertised 
for any day. 
Unless otherwise ordered by the Board, no horse 


is qualified to be entered in any oistrict race that 
has not been owned und kept In the District six (6) 
months prior to the day of the race, and any entry 
by any person of any dlsqnalfiied bone shall be 
bold liable for the entrance fee contracted, without 
any right to compete for a puree, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National *•• 
soclation and Rules 01 the State Agricultural So- 
ciety and expulsion from the Association. 


If, in the opinion ot the Judges, any race cannot 


be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
may be continued or Ceclar«5 off at the option of 
he Judges. 
In all races noted above, five or more paid up 


entries required to fil- and three or more horses to 
start, but the Board reserves the right to bold en- 
tries and start a race with a less number and de- 
duct a proportionate unount of the pun.e. 


W'nen less tbsn the required number of starters 


appear they may contest for the entrance money, 
to be divided as follows. 869! to the first and 33K 
to the second.
